Our Thirty First President 


Herbert Hoover, our thir- 
ty-first President, died Octo- 
ber 20 of this year. We pay 
tribute to him by conveying 
to you his accomplishments 
as President, the criticisms he 
received, and in general, the 
overall affects he had on gov- 
ernment. 

Some knowledge concern- 
ing his background is needed 
for a broader outlook and a 
better understanding of him 
and especially his capacities. 
Hoover received an A:B. de- 
gree in engineering from 
Stanford University at the 
age of seventeen. He partici- 
pated in many odd jobs until 
finally he became a leading 
mining engineer. 

At the age of thirty-four, 
he was not only wealthy but 
well known. 

He became even more prom- 
inent when he organized the 
American Relief Committee 
to aid Americans in Europe. 
His name as a humanitarian 
became world famous for his 
efforts in Belgian War Re- 
lief. He served as U: S: Food 
Administrator and thus had 
a large part in the successful 
American effort during the 
First World War: 

In 1928, he ran for the 
presidency on a Republican 
platform emphasizing farm- 
relief, protective tariffs, and 


prohibition. This was a bit- 
ter campaign. His opposition, 
the Democrat presidential 
candidate Al Smith, lost to 
Hoover in a landslide. 

On October 29, 1929 the 
Great Depression came. Hoov- 
er was heavily criticized for 
not using more: federal gov- 
ernment resources to aid the 
economy. 

Hoover organized various 
types of committees giving 
aid to farmers and the unem- 
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Public Relations 
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and Fred Lear. On Novem- 
ber 2nd officers of the Board 
were chosen: Mr. Richard T. 
Kiszka —- Chairman, Mr. 
Paul R. Caron — Assistant 
Chairman, Miss Ann Brun- 
ault — Executive Secretary, 
and Mrs. Raymond S&S. Pilat 
—Finance Manager. 

During its short existence 
the Board has contacted sev- 
eral newspapers in the Mer- 
rimack Valley and has re- 
ceived co-operation of each. 
the first articles produced 
through the Board's efforts 
have already been published 
and the organization is con- 
fident of a successful, pro- 
gressive future.

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ployed. Local government, he 
believed, should aid the de- 
serving, while the federal gov- 
ernment should control pub- 
lic works. : 

In the next election Frank- 
lin Delano Rooseelt opposed 
him. Roosevelt stood for a 
feeling of hope which was 
what the country desperately 
neede. 

Even after his administra- 
tion Hoover was dedicated 
to the public welfare. During 
the administrations of Presi- 
dents Truman and Eisenhow- 
er, he was appointed to es- 
tablish and head an organiza- 
tion which was later called 
the Hoover Commission. 

This Commission was in- 
strumental in_ streamlining 
the federal government, and 
therefore aided greatly in cut- 
ting the rising costs of gov- 
ernment. 

When Hoover began in 
politics, he did not have a 
clear - cut philosophy about 
government. 

We can see the reasons for 
this since he was profession- 
ally trained as an engineer. He 
Was an individualist through- 
out his life and therefore came 
to believe in a limited federal 
government. But he still did 
more to fight t his nations 
economic collapse than any 
other president had ever done 
before him. 

His actions did not solve 
the problems of the Great De- 
pression but in some respects 
he anticipated the actions of 
his successor, Franklin Del- 
ano Roosevelt. 

It may be interesting to 
know that by a recent poll 
taken by historians, Hoover 
was rated as an “‘average”’ 
president.
